along the canal in which one Is- 
raeli soldier was wounded. 


On the occupied west bank of 


the Jordan River six miles 
south of Bethlehem, Israeli 
troops killed one suspected Arab 
saboteur and captured 20 others 
Thursday. 


A spokesman said one group 


of Arabs was found hiding in a 


during which •the Israelis hurled' 
grenades through the cave en- 
trance, five guerrillas surren- 
dered and a sixth man was 
found dead Inside the cave. 


There were no Israeli casual- 


ties in the operations. The 
troops reported they found two 
large caches of arms including 
70 land grenades, several hun- 
dred pounds of explosives, deto- 
nators, rifles and ammunition. 


A Jordanian army spokesman 


In Amman reported that an Is- 
raeli patrol tried to cross the 
Jordan River during the night 
but was intercepted and forced 
to return.

Earlier, he said, the Israelis 
mortared Jordanian positions in 
the southern Jordan valley and 
Jordanian troops returned the 
fire. No losses were reported in 
either engagement, he added. 
King Hussein pledged Thurs- 
day that Jordan will not accept 
any settlement with Israel that 
falls short of "complete libera- 
tion of occupied Arab territory 
and restoration of usurped Arab 
rights."

A couple of decades ago, Hol- 


lywood was producing between 
30 and 40nusloals a year. What 
happened? 


They have been In decline for 


a decade, A major cause is ex- 
pense. Musicals require large 
casts, long rehersals and ex- 
tended shooting periods. Nowa- 
days it's almost Impossible to 
film a major musical for less 
than $3 million, and many have 
cost $10 million and more. 


Another major factor is the 


lack of receptivity overseas. 
Tho English and the Japanese 
still like American musicals, 
but the Germans, French and 
Italians do not. And in many 
other parts of the world where 
the musical tradition is un- 
known, chances of success for a 
tunefllm are scant. 


The trend away from the mu- 


sical has been accentuated dur- 
ing the post year. Costly flops 
have depressed the fortunes of 
film companies; "Doctor Dollt- 
tie" and "Start" at 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox; "Sweet Charity" at

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


fledgling American- Basketball 
Association has made another 
peace offering to the older and 
more established National Bas- 
ketball Association In hopes of 
warding off a continuation of 
the bitter bidding battle be- 
tween the rival leagues. 


"We believe there is senti- 


ment in the NBA to discuss a 
merger," said Jack Dolph, new 
commissioner 
of the ABA. 


Dolph, who was not the commis- 
sioner when the first merger 
talks fell through last summer, 
revealed Thursday that he has 
asked NBA Commissioner Wal- 
ter Kennedy to resume the 
talks. 


However, there are two major 


obstacles standing in the way — 
the NBA feels the ABA's Wash- 
ington, D.C., franchise is Infr- 
inging on the territory of its 
Baltimore team, and the three- 
ye&r-old ABA anti-trust suit 
against the NBA. 


Dolph said the NBA has "glv- 


en us an ultimatum about what 
w"e must do before they even 
talk about a merger." 


He emphasized, however, that 


he was not planning on getting 
rid of the Washington franchise. 


He said although the switch of 


the franchise 
from 
Oakland 


to Washington was given as one 
of the reasons for failure of last 
summer's merger talk to mate- 
rialize, it was his understanding 
that the talks "deteriorated be- 
fore the move came up." 


But, he added, "I believe the 


problem can be discussed and a 
way round to solve it that 
would be satisfactory to the 
ABA and Earl Foreman (Wash- 
ington's owner)." 


Dolph also said there could be 


an "area of compromise" con- 
cerning the antitrust suit. 


"I can understand their posi- 


tion of not wanting to make war 
while trying 
to negotiate a 


peace, but we must protect our- 
selves In case there is no merg- 
er. We can't completely drop 
everything. 


Dolph warned a "bidding war 


will cost millions," adding: 


"I have always felt the eco- 


nomic situation 
will dictate 


some accommodation between 
the leagues."

State Department says ambas- 
sadorial talks between the Unit- 
ed States and mainland China, 
broken off by Peking two years 
ago, will resume Jan. 20 In War- 
saw.Tlie discussions, previously 
conducted In a Polish palace, 
will be held in the privacy of the 
embassies of the two world pow- 
ers. Washington and Peking 
have no diplomatic relations but 
conducted 134 talks in Warsaw 
from 1938 to 1968.
